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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1 and 13-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Katase (US 2002/002 1483A1). 

Regarding claim 1 , Katase discloses an active matrix display device comprises 
Organic EL element drive circuit (300A) for current-driving organic EL elements through 
terminal pins provided correspondingly to R, G and B display colors of an organic EL 
display panel a display time period and resetting terminal voltages said organic EL 
elements in reset time period, according to a timing control signal (400A) for regulating 
the display time period corresponding to one horizontal scan period and the reset time 
period corresponding to a retrace period of the horizontal scan, the organic EL element 
drive circuit comprising a pulse generator circuit for generating the timing control signal 
having the reset time period, which pulse generator circuit, correspondingly to 
respective and R,G and B display colors, display luminance of each display color on a 
screen of said organic EL display panel being set according to data set externally of 
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said regulated according to the data. See figures 3-1 1 , col.5, lines [0094] to col.7, lines 
[0130]. 

Regarding claims 13-14, Katase disclose the organic EL element drive circuit 
provided as an IC chip and said control circuit is provided as an IC chip externally of 
said organic EL element drive IC. See figures 3-1 1 . 

Regarding claim 1 5, Katase disclose a processor and the data set in said pulse 
generator circuits and the data set in said second D/A converter circuits are supplied by 
said processor according to data inputted to said processor. See figures 3-1 1 , col.5, 
lines [0094] to col.9, lines [0156]. 

Regarding claim 16, Katase disclose the pulse generator circuit (301 A) is a 
programmable pulse generator circuit for generating a pulse having programmable 
width. See figures 18-19, col.9, lines [0168] to [0171]. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Prior art does not teach that, the reset time period of the timing control signal for 
R display color is longer than the reset time period of the timing control signal for each 
of G and B display colors recited in dependent claim 2.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Yoshida et al (US 6,774,878) and Tsuge et al (US 
2005/0030264) are cited to show a drive unit for a luminescence display panel.
